Britain will likely accept the 
modified United Nations’ plan 
for Palestine partition, it 
was learned reliably today. 

With Britain probably 
about to drop her objections, 
in the light of the latest ad- 
justments in the scheme to 
divide the Holy Land into 
Jewish and Arab states, the 
outlook is brighter for a 
Palestine settlement here 
possibly within five or six 
days. 

This is the lone item of busi- 
ness left for the 1947 General As- 
sembly, which Friday night 
cleared the rest of its slate. Only 
top delegates will remain here to 
deal with the Holy Land question

Melchoir began his career at 
the Copenhagen Royal Opera, in 
the baritone role of Silvio in “I 
Pagliacci.” And it was no voice 
to set the world on fire, But 
Madame Cahier, the American 
contralto with whom he was ap- 
pearing, judged his voice to be 
wrongly placed and urged him 
to sacrifice his repertoire and 
several additional years of his 
life, in order to develop his tenor 
range. The fact that he did so 
has given us ithe greatesi heroic 
tenor since Jean de Reszke 


NO REHEARSAL 

Melchoirs Wagnertan debut 
was made at Covent Garden in 
1924, in the role of Siegmund: tn 
“Die. Walkure.” Bruno Walter 
was the cdnductor. Because at 
tention was being concentrated 
on a new production of “Rosen 
kavalier” the debut of an‘ un 
known Wagnerian tenor was 
overlooked and rehearsals of
